2. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Eikemeyer (6,694,425). 

3. As to the amended feature of claim 1 , the change form "when: to "if does not 
change the original scope. See also similar amendments in Iciams 5,10,16. 

4. The rejection is maintain and incorporated by reference the last Office action on 
12/21/05. 

5. In the remarks applicant 1 argued that : 

a) Eikemeyer did not teach flushing an instruction from the first thread from pipeline 
when the data is to be loaded from memory before execution. 

6. As to a) above, Eikemeyer taught flushing an instruction from the thread of a 
pipeline (see the flushing of the instruction of the thread in col .1 , lines 6-12, see also 
the flushing of the instruction in the pipeline in col.6, lines 18-26, col.11, lines 41-49, see 
the reasons for stalling the instructions in col.10, lines 35-45). Eikemeyer also taught to 
flush the stalled load instruction associated with the flush condition (col.6, lines 18-26) . 
The load instruction itself was already self-explanatory because a load instruction was 
to load data from a memory. Eikemeyer already taught the stall of load instruction 
(see col.5, lines 2-6). Eikemeyer also taught flush of the instructions in a thread (see

col. 9, lines 59-65, see also the stalled and the flush of the instructions at dispatch unit 
in col. 10, lines 35-60). Therefore, the flush was directed to a stalled instruction when 
data was to be loaded from memory (i.e. a load encountered a stall , e.g. see the 
reasons for stalling set forth above in col. 10, lines 35-60).
